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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-42, 48, and 65-80 drawn to a process for converting a feedstock, 
classified in class 585, subclass 241. 

II. Claims 43-47, drawn to a composition of fuel oil, classified in class 208, subclass 
15. 

III. Claims 49-64, draw to a apparatus system, classified in class 422, subclass 129+. 
The inventions are distinct,, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another, and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case, the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus such as an apparatus system 
comprising more than one reaction zones which are arranged in ether series or parallel. Also, the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process a 
hydrogenation process. 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the 
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product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process such as 
hydrocracking, hydrogenation, isomerization, or polymerization. 

Inventions III and II are related as apparatus and product made. The inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the apparatus as 
claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the apparatus can be used for 
making a different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and 
materially different apparatus (MPEP § 806.05(g)). In this case, that the product as claimed can 
be made by another and materially different apparatus as an apparatus system comprising more 
than one reaction zones which are arranged in either series or parallel. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II and III, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species 
Claims 22-33, 35-39, and 65-80 are drawn to a method for converting of rubber materials, tires, 
sewage sludge, waste, turkey offal, plastics, PVC, animal manure, fyer oils, corn stalks, rice 
hulls, waste scraps, last-press edible oils, paper, wood, black liquor, leaves, grass clippings, 
bagasse, seaweed, cotton waste, animal waste, plastic bottles, old computer, municipal solid 
waste, oil-refinery residues, shale oil, drilling mud, harbor-dredged sediments, industrial sludges, 
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milling waste, coal refinery wastes, tar sands, anthrax spores, infectious medical waste, and 
biological pathogens. 

The species are independent or distinct because claims to the different species recite the 
mutually exclusive characteristics of such species. In addition, these species are not obvious 
variants of each other based on the current record. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic. 

There is an examination and search burden for these patentably distinct species due to 
their mutually exclusive characteristics. The species require a different field of search (e.g., 
searching different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search 
queries); and/or the prior art applicable to one species would not likely be applicable to another 
species; and/or the species are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 
and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include 
(i) an election of a species to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected species, including 
any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

The election of the species may be made with or without traverse. To preserve a right to 
petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and specifically 
point out supposed errors in the election of species requirement, the election shall be treated as 
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an election without traverse. Traversal must be presented at the time of election in order to be 
considered timely. Failure to timely traverse the requirement will result in the loss of right to 
petition under 37 CFR 1.144. If claims are added after the election, applicant must indicate 
which of these claims are readable on the elected species. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the species unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may 
be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other species. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. 

It is noted that Applicant has previously elected the specie of "turkey Offal" for 
examination and the elected specie is allowed. Applicant is advised that the reply to this 
requirement to be complete must include (i) a next election of a species to be examined and 
(ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added.
